'NONUNION MINERS

THKEN TO ZEIGLER
FAOM T, LOUIS

Carload of Strikebreakers Im-
ported Under Guard to Bar-
ricaded Town Without

Interruption.

LEITER AND PLATT INDICTED.

Perry County Grand Jury Found
True Bills Against Them No-
vember 12 on Three Counts
—Capiases Not Issued.

FIRING CEASED YESTERDAY.

Leiter'’s Representative Says Re-
portie Are Greatly Exaggerated
and That Only One Man Has
Been Killed—Coal Is
Exported.

BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.

Duquoln, 11, Nov, 30 —Developments ot
the past twenty-four hours in the Zeigler
strike situation may be thus summarized:

Flrst—Thirty-five nonunion miners were
brought into Zelgler from St. Louis In a
guarded train and without Incident.

Second—For the first time in a week. by
the =tatement of the Lelter officials, there
was no firing upon.the stockade or town
during the night.

Third—The report was verified that Jo-
seph Leiter and Henry R. Platt were in-
dicted on November 12 by the Perry Coun-
ty Grand Jury on three different counts,
and that no attempt had been made to
sérve the caplases.

Fourth—That scven carloads of coal
were shipped out of Zelgler thly after-
noon, the first. according to the strike
lgaders, that has come out since two
weeks ago,

Fifth—That, notwithstandng the seem-

Ingly abeolute qulet prevailing, theé mi-

litia's searchlight and rapid-fire guns are

"Bixlh—That ten ri Euns and fresh
supplies of ammunition went into Zelgler
to-day in charge of a speclal officer of the
Allams ‘Express Company.

PBut what s considered the most pecu-
liar phasa of the whole matter is the
radical dlfference in opinfon, by men who
ought to know. as to the amount of
fAiring In the vicinity of Zelgler within the
past week,

REPORTS ARE EXAGGERATED,

There is no doubt that grossly exagger-
ated stories have been sent to mstropoll-
tan paper=, which have reported fusil-
lades of bullets and the killing and Injur-
Ing of men which have never occurred.

H. R. Platt, personal representative of
Mr. Lelter, =tates that but one man, the
Austrian laborer, has been killed; that
the only marks of the combined firing are
a fow bullet holes in the engine-room of
the plant, and that the only personal at-
tack upon the mine officials was the shoot-
ing at himself and party at the ‘"White
Church” the night before the troops were
sent for.

He further states that thirty of his
men have been “beat up,” but outside of
Zelgler.

A party of Deputy United Ftates Mar-
thals, on thelr way home from Zelgler,
sald yesterday that there had been no
firing to speak of for weeks,

The strike leacers state that there has
been little if any shooting, and that most
of it bas been done by the rapld-fire guns
mounted in the little citadels of the stock-
mde,

With the mass of conflicting evidence,
